Penetrated Enough to Give Him Idea of What He is up 
Against on Both Sides—Believed that Unless Battle at 
Ypres Tekes Decided Turn in Their Favor Germans will 
Fall Back, Fighting Purely on Defensive in West and 
Send More Armies to Stop Muscovites. 


London, Nov. 11,—The hundredth day of the war, which en- 
gages virtually half the world, both in respect to land area and popu- 
lation, finds the Teutonic allies practically on the defensive accord 
to opinions expressed by English students of the situation, at 
temporarily, in both the main areas of hostilities. 

This role is, perhaps, more pronounced in the eastern field of 
operation, where the Germans have been thrown back well behind 
their own frontier lines at several points in East Prussia and Posen, 
than in the western field where, although the successes of the past two 
weeks have enabled the forces of Great Britain, France and Belgium 
to inaugurate a vigorous offensive, the Germans ire still disputing 
every foot of ground with bloody, hand-to-hand fighting which is 
proving more deadly than has any previous phase of this most san- 
guinary war. The names of some towns and villages occurring with 
monotonous regularity day after day in the official reports, show how 
Stubborn has been the struggle in the country around Ypres. 

Reported Peace Overtures Show Condition of Germany. 

The report of renewed tentative prospects for peace on the part 
of Germany, which, however, has in no sense been confirmed with 
the purpose of detaching Russia from the other allies, as Germany is 
believed previously to have tried to detach France, is accepted in 
London as an indication that Germany is becoming aware of the 
difficulties of the task she has undertaken in projecting an offensive 
warfare against foes on two fronts. The supposed failure ot those 
overtures, if any have actually been made, is coupled with the con- 
tinual movement to the east of German troops from Belgium. 

Teutons May Assume Purely Defensive Attitude 

Military men in London think it not impossible that, unless the 
battle being fought at Ypres or farther south, takes an early turn in 
their favor, the Germans will fall back to the prepared lines stretching 
from Zeebruge to the Meuse and assume a purely defensive role in 
the trenches along this line, which have been so well strengthened 
and the approaches to which also are thoroughly protected by well 
posted heavy artillery that they could be taken only after a long siege. 
This course, it is suggested, would enable the Germans to detach 
forces from the western arena to meet the Muscovite invaders in East 
Prussia and Posen, and also to lend a hand to their Austrian allies. 
The Austrian armies, it seems today, have been cut off from contact 
with the German forces by the wedge passed forward by the Russian 
commanders,

They have occupied Sheikzar fort at Elariss, Egypt, and 
four field guns from the enemy, The Russians in the Caucasu 
veen forced to retire to their second line of defense. 

Elariss is on the Mediterranean sea, near the boundary of Egypt 
and Palestine. It is of importance as a point of water supply. 

Enormous German Losses in the East. 

Paris, Nov, 11.—A Havas agency despatch from Petrograd 
says: “It is estimated here that during the recent fighting in east 
Prussia the Germans lost 70 per cent of their officers. From Oct 
ber 23 to November 5 the total Russian captures amounted t 33 


officers; 32,700 soldiers, four mortars, 52 cannon, 52 quick firers 
and a large amount of munitions of war, including a quantity of 
provisions.

plan to bring things to such a pass that the moment gas was struck 
it would “‘be in order to keep an eye open for the benevolent cor- 


poration. 

Undoubtedly the thing which troubles the Bulletin’s liver—what- 
ever that may be—makes it difficult for the jaundiced old sheet to see 
anything but an evil design in any move which bears the surface 
indications of public-spiritedness. But when the Bulletin includes in 
ils list of persons suspected over one hundred of the most prominent 
citizens, drawn from every party and occupation, and invites the 


electors to keep an eye on them, It is time to laugh—if the palpable 
nature of the insult to the public spirit of Edmonton permits a laugh. 

For an institution harboring such thoughts, the direction to look 
for indications of evil intent is inward.

LITTLE HELMET BUTTON 
MAKES RED COATS SORE 


A near riot occurred on the corner 
of First street and Jasper on Tuesday 
night shortly after the theaters poured 
their happy crowds into the streets. In 
the window of a nearby cigar store was 
displayed a large card bearing the 
legend “To ——-der Kaiser,” together 
with a drawing of a German military 
helmet, 

Two soldiers in uniform, members of 
the 19th Dragoons, passed the store 
window and noticed the sign. Swelling 
in pride of country and determined to 
resent the insult to thelr flag of any- 
thing being offered to “Der Kalser,” 
they immediately entered the store and 
demanded that the display be forth- 
with destroyed and torn jnto shreds. 
And even this was not enough, They 
longed for revenge and threatened to 
clean up the whole shop if the per- 
petrator of that sign did not appear 
to take a licking, Nobody appeared, 
so they left, 

A few minutes later, the two of- 
fended red coats were located in a 
nearby hotel, surrounded by a large 
audience to whom they were regaling 
the whole story of the insult and still 
later returned to the store where the 
sign had appeared, 

Any suggestion regarding the card 
brought forth a storm and they were 
prepared to “beat up” anyone who 
suggested Der Kalser, Many attempts 
to explain the sign were made, with- 
out success, but finally it was dis- 
covered that one of the two was an 
Irishman, and It was explained to him 
that the card was a joke. But the other 
man was hopeless. He had a name 
that reeked of the Highlands, 

Arguments, diagrams and explana- 
tions were of no avold and his last re- 
quest, as he was put out of the store, 
was for one of the buttons that he 
might take it to his senior officer and 
show the slight that was being put on 
the flag In a store window of Kdmon- 
ton. However, and as luck would have 
it, there appeared on the spot at that

‘ALDERMAN CLARKE 
ACQUITTED IN 


EXTORTION CHARGE 


Thrown. Out After Accused 
Gave Evidence—Technicali- 
ties Not Decided on, 


“NOT GUILTY” EXTORTION 


Case Causes Complaints to 
Law Society and Attorney- 
General's Department. 


The rather celebrated case for extor- 
tion against Alderman Joseph A. 
Clarke was heard in the district court 
this mornine before Judge Taylor. 

After hearings the evidence of Paul 
Andrew, the complainant, the woman 
in the case, Jvy Smith (Mrs, liaw- 
rence), and the police court steno- 
grapher, which closed the prosecution, 
the alderman, who conducted his own 


defence, raised several legal points 
Whieh were argued between Judge 
Taylor and EF. B, Cogswell for the 
crown. 


Before Judge Taylor had disposed of 
the objections, the accused alderman 
stated that, in any event, he would 
prefer to give evidence on his own 
behalf, which he did, 

Judge Taylor thereupon pronounced 
acquittal, and the technicalities are 
sull undecided, 

The case presented several unsavory 
seams of the underworld life. 

The woman claimed a set of ear- 
rings valued at $125, which she said 
Andrew, with whom she had lived for 
over a@ year, had, 

On asking for her ear-rings, An- 
drew, so she said, kicked her out, 
burnt her with a poker, and she con- 
sulted Sollcitor Clarke. Ho took a 
written retainer to act in connection 
with the ear-rings, 

She herself then laid a charge before 
Police Magistrate Belcher against An- 
drew for procuring, 

The case caused added interest when 
H, A. Mackie, who was consulted by 
Andrew, wrote Clarke “that he had 
better take care of himself.” Andrew 
had Clarke and the woman both ac- 
cused of extortion, and the wom 
changed her solicitor, Although 
Clarke thought he was appearing for 
her, when It came before Magistrate 
Belcher a Mr Jackson of M. M. 
Charleson’s ofifce stepped forward as 
her agent. 

This caused the alderman-solicitor 
to report Mr. Mackie to the law so- 
ciety for threatening, and to report to 
the attorney-general’s department the 
action of agents in the police court 
who were neither lawyers nor law stu- 
dents, 

The local bar held a meeting, but 
owing to the fact that the criminal ac- 
tion against Clarke was still before 
the court, the complaint against H, A. 
Mackie was not heard, although both 
Andrew and the woman appeared jn 
the court house to give evidence upon 
that complaint, 

A committee was appointed to look 
into police court practice and proce- 
dure, particularly in regard to lay 
agents and their rights. 

Whether any further action will now 
be taken by the bar society is not 
known,
